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Why Not Pentecost First?

-gsvhere is not the least shadow of 
Bart in my heart or mind that the 
Pentecostal message is Christ’s last 
message to the church before His sec- 
ond coming. If the letter to the 
Laodiceans reveals anything, it is this. 
After rebuking that embodiment of 
lukewarm nothingness for its boastful 
complacency, the Lord graciously 
counsels the ministry to buy of Him 
gold tried in the fire, white raiment 


imfor clothing, and ointment for the 


eyes. In these three heavenly 
commodities we have set forth the re- 
generating power of God, the sancti- 
fying blood of the Son, and the mighty 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. In these 
experiences are spiritual wealth and 
purity and power; and they constitute 
the very heart of the closing message 
of Christ to the churches. 


In the United States of America 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
people who have accepted this mes- 
sage. If they were together organically 
they would compose one of the 
strongest churches in the land. If 
they were together in a working 
fellowship or a united association they 
would form a voice that the nation 
would be compelled to listen to. For 
Pentecostal people are not a com- 
placent people. No matter where you 
find them nor to whom they belong 
denominationally, you find an 
aggressive army, be it large or small. 
There is not the least doubt, that, 
taking Pentecostal people as a whole, 
they are the most aggressive, daunt- 
less, self-sacrificing, and fearless re- 
ligious group in the land. Their weak- 
ness is in their inability to work to- 
gether, their petty jealousies, their 
attention to nonessentials, their lack 
f confidence in themselves, and their 
failure to unite under strong leader- 
ship. 

Rugged individualism may be an 
admirable trait in the individual, 
but it will never fill the place of co- 
ordinated action amongst Christians. 
If all the good policies and principles 
of all Pentecostal church groups could 
be pooled: for united action, Satan 
could not muster enough force to stop 
them. It has been -demonstrated over 
and over within our generation, that 
an aggressive minority is much more 
powerful than a complacent majority. 
What, then, might have been the 
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record of Pentecost in the United 
States if we, who have been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, could have 
worked together? 

Satan accomplished a master stroke 
when he succeeded in diverting the 
minds of the Pentecostal ministry 
from the prime factor of their call— 
the Pentecostal message. “Divide and 
conquer” as a military technique was 
not invented in Germany. Satan was 
practicing it on the Pentecostal 
churches long before Hitler was ever 
heard of. And while he has never suc- 
ceeded in conquering us, he has ad- 
mittedly slowed up our progress, and 
in many cases, has turned our minds 
from the main issue to things of no 
worth. Hundreds of Pentecostal 
preachers have placed such emphasis 
upon their denomination that they 
have led their people into a kind of 
glorified ecclesiolatry, which has 
shunted God the Holy Ghost into an 
insignificant corner. 

What is the chance of producing 
a united front of Pentecostal churches 
in America? Quite frankly I do not 
know. I would not even venture an 
opinion on the question. But I will 
say this: When Pentecostal people— 
particularly preachers—turn again to 
the main issue, the Pentecostal mes- 
sage, and preach that with all their 
hearts, then we shall be closer to- 
gether than we have ever been since 
Satan succeeded in dividing us. But 
not until then can we hope for 
spiritual unity, much less for organic 
union. 

In a recent article dealing with the 
National Association of Evangelicals, 
a leader of a Calvinist denomination 
said, “To us cooperation between 
fellow-Calvinists is more vital than 
between fellow-evangelicals.” To my 
mind that is stating precisely the 
position that should be held by Pente- 
costal peoples. We are in favor of the 
union of evangelicals, but Pentecost 
will never be preached except by 
Pentecostal people. If we are not care- 
ful we can drift farther apart than 
ever, “and supposing that He is with 
our people,” we might even lose the 
Holy Ghost in the temple. 

Beloved brethren, let us concentrate 
on Pentecostal effectiveness. Let us 
emphasize definite conversion, 
holiness and the baptism with the 


Holy Ghost. Let us toss all excelsior 
overboard and drive for spiritual 
unity. IN this way we may find the 
strength of oneness, for “right meth- 
ods toward a common end never con- 
flict.” 


Editor’s Comment 


G. H. Montgomery, editor of the 
Pentecostal Advocaie, in his article 
herewith, gave a striking and 
emphatic enumeration of what is 
necessarily essential for growth and 
development within the ranks of those 
who embrace with Editor Montzgom- 
ery the “like precious faith” of Pen- 
tecostal experience. However, despite 
present lack or general organization 
into “one body” of all Pentecostal 
people, there is a definite uniiy of ex- 
perience among all who bear the 
Pentecostal message. Therefore, re- 
spect for honest differences of opin- 
ion, coupled with meekness and an 
endeavor for unity of all such believ- 
ers, would go a long way to bridge 
differences of policy, which is more 
detrimental than actual differences 
of doctrine. It was while the early 
Church was “all together” and “had 
all things common” that it was said 
of them, “These that have turned the 
world upside down have come hither 
also.” (Acts 17:6). A united movement 
of all Pentecostal people into the 
“unity of the faith” would be the first 
factor to determine the probability 
and possibility of again accomplish- 
ing the feats of the early Church.

The Theological Seminary of Oslo 
rejected “short courses in theology, 
arranged by the Church Department” 
of the Quisling Government. Opposi- 
tion between the Danish church lead- 
ers and German occupation authori- 
ties continues to widen, and an open 
rupture is feared. Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke, 
president of the World Baptist Alli- 
ance, reports that all Baptist churches 
in Berlin have been destroyed. Lon- 
don reports that the appeal by Arch- 
bishop Canterbury that reiief be sent 
to the 9,500,000 undernourished chil- 
dren in occupied countries, was turned 
down.

A Terrible Loss 

STOCKHOLM (By Wireless to 
RNS)—A Japanese victory would 
mean “a terrible loss” to Christian 
missions in Asia, Dr. Gustaf Linde- 
berg, Sweden’s leading missionary ex- 
pert, warned here in a statement to 
the press. 

On the other hand, Dr. Lindeberg 
declared, an Allied success would 
prove a great boon to missionary en- 
terprise throughout the entire Ori- 
ental field. 

Japan now exercises control over 
400,000,000 “subjects,” among whom 
are 230,000,000 Chinese, the missionary 
leader estimated. 

There is considerable fear, he add- 
ed, among the 2,500,000 evangelical 
Christians in occupied territories that 
widespread persecution may result 
from decrees requiring them to con- 
form to ritualistic worship of the 
Japanese emperor.

Congress and Conscientious 

Objectors 
Representative John M. Coffee 


(Wash.) made the following state- 
ment concerning the conscientious 
objectors: 

“Often they are lumped together in 
the public mind with draft dodgers, 
slackers and evaders. This, however, is 
not the case. Selective Service, the 
Department of Justice and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Prisons, the Govern- 
ment agencies which have most to do 
with the subject, all carefully differ- 
entiate between the man who is try- 
ing to evade service and the objector 
who quite openly refuses to serve be- 
cause of his religious convictions. 

“Congress made definite provisions 
in the Selective Service Act for sin- 
cere, religious conscientious objectors 
by setting up for them work of nation- 
al importance under civilian direction. 
In doing this it was guided by the 
American heritage of protecting the 
freedom of belief and worship even 
of those unpopular minorities whose 
ideas seem to most people to run di- 
rectly counter to the safety and best 
interests of the nation.”

Criminal Boys and Girls 
The boy of seventeen is now the 
No. 1 criminal of the United States, 
for the first time in the records of 
F.B.I. While his older brothers are 
busy at war, he committed 27.7 per 





cent more crimes last year. 
F.B.1., analyzing its way through 


the 1,381,681 major crimes com- 
mitted in the United States in 
1943, had even sadder news about girl 
criminals. The number of under- 
twenty-one girls arrested leaped 1 
per cent over 1941. Biggest jump was 
in the “V-girl” area of “amateur” 
prostitution and saloon-going, which 
F.B.I. politely calls “offenses against 
public decency.” But there was also 
a 30 per cent increase in girl bur- 
glaries. 

Other F.B.I. findings: 

The United States had 1,052 fewer 
murders than in 1942. Robberies were 
down, too, but the haul per holdup 
was higher. 

Biggest increase: auto theft (up 
11.4 per cent); rape (up 9.7 per cent). 

The war has forced house prowlers 
to change their hours. There are 10 
per cent fewer early-evening bur- 
glaries, because gasolineless citizens 
stay home more. Burglaries were up 
7 per cent in daytime, when women 
workers are away from home. 

Robbers follow the market filling- 
station holdups, longtime easy pick- 
ings, now decline 72 per cent.—Time 
Magazine. 


Sex Irritations 


Further commenting on “Sex delin- 
quency,” Rev. Springer says, ‘A’ wave 
of sex delinquency in America, fol- 
lowing the pattern so abundantly set 
in moving-picture films, was as in- 
evitable as malaria when people live 
in swamps without protection from 
mosquitoes, or as typhoid epidemics 
when people drink polluted water and 
live in houses infested with filth- 
breeding flies. 

“The sex instinct, we are told, is the 
most powerful of all human instincts 
in its effect on conduct. It is more 
powerful than hunger, often more 
powerful than fear or even the in 
stinct of self-preservation; and the ; 
movies deal so widely with sex mat- 
ters that sex conduct is inevitably in- 
fluenced. With movie scenes of love, 
lust, lewdness, with suggestive lines, 
with love-triangle stories, with jeal- 
ousy, kisses, embraces, bedroom 
scenes—people are- powerfully moved 
and influenced. in sex matters. And 
since the movies are wrong in their 
treatment of these matters, are lewd, 
immoral, and dealing constantly with 
filth, sex delinquency is caused by 
the movies just as crime is caused b 
the movies.” Ae

Psalm 85:6, “Wilt thou not revive 
us again; that thy people may rejoice 
in thee?” 

As the title indicates, we are to dis- 
cuss some things that hinder a revival. 

Sins of commission hinder a revival; 
namely,(1) WORLDLY-MINDEDNESS. 
If you have loved money, or property, 
and sought after it to gratify lust and 
ambition, rather than striving to pro- 


@rrae: God’s cause, you must repent in 


order to have a revival in your own 
soul, or in order to ever be able to 
help someone else to God. A revival 
consists of two parts: (a) As it re- 
spects the CHURCH (b) and as it re- 
spects the ungodly. I firmly believe 
that the church ought to live in the 
spirit of a revival all the time. I do 
not believe that God is ever pleased 
with our gathering together in the 
house of God and not being able to 
feel the presence of God that will 
cause the unsaved to desire the things 
that are worth while. Is it not a fact 
that one thing that hinders a revival 
or even our regular services is that we 
are worldly-minded today, and care 
more about the things of the world 
than the things of God? the material 
things rather than the _ spiritual 
things? And do you suppose that this 
state of worldly-mindedness is found 
only among the laity or suppose ye 
that we might find some of it in the 
ministry of our Church today? What 
would be the advances of the church 
today if every one that is a member 
would be willing to FOLLOW THE 
LAMB whithersoever He goeth; be led 
by the Spirit of God regardless of the 
hardships or financial embarrass- 
ment? This, of course, applies mostly 
to those of us that have been called 
f God to carry this GLORIOUS 
GOSPEL into all the world. 

(2) Pride. Do you take more pains 
getting ready for church than you do 
to worship before you come? Saints 
should not go to church to pray 
through for themselves, but we should 
be prayed up and ready to be a bless- 
ing to others when we get to church, 
or wherever the opportunity affords. 
Saints should be neat, clean, and 
moderately dressed, but just why we 
have to go to excess today is a ques- 
tion to many. Just recently in my 
home town a woman was converted 
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through the efforts of our local pastor 
and his church, and without 
exhortation (as far as I know), only 
that of the Holy Ghost, she left off all 
her make-up (which had before been 
applied plentifully) and began im- 
mediately to conform to the standards 
of holiness. Is it not a stumbling 
block put in the way of the uncon- 
verted, or a hindrance even to God’s 
people, when people who have once 
been consecrated to God, and freed 
from this kind of pride, begin once 
more to conform to the world from 
whence we were saved? 

(3) ENVY. Do you envy those who 
are above you in any respect? or 
someone more talented? We have 
people in the Church of God today, 
have we not? that are envious of any- 
one else (especially in the church) 
that has a bit more of this world’s 
good than they. For instance, some 
are envious of their overseer if he 
drives one of the best cars, or secures 
a nice parsonage, etc. Brother, I 
wonder if you would feel that way if 
you knew the sacrifice some of those 
precious men made when you were 
living far better than they? If they 
have fed you on spiritual things, is it 
not a practical thing if they reap some 
of your temporal blessings? 

For your sake, don’t withhold your 
tithes just because your minister may 
be working in the factory (as some 
are) and you feel that he doesn’t need 
it. If he is the right kind of a minis- 
ter (and most of ours are the right 
kind), he will in turn put back into 
the work of the Lord that which he 
does not need, and you will in turn 
be blessed of the Lord. Do you envy 
those that are more talented, and not 
only in your heart and by your actions 
show it, but you talk among other 
members until you have either killed 
the influence of the one more talented, 
or your own, or both? Lord, save the 
church member from ENVY! 

(4) CENSORIOUSNESS. Another 
hindrance is speaking of others with a 
spirit entirely devoid of CHARITY. 

(5) SLANDER. Either lying on 
others, or telling the truth with in- 
tent to damage. Often we hear people 
trying to justify themselves concern- 
ing the things that have been said 
about someone else. They say, “It is 


the truth.” But if you tell the truth 
with the intention of damage to some- 
one else, is it not slander? For the 
same intent was it told as the lie, 
and that to hurt or damage someone 
else, and maybe kill his influence 
entirely, and it is even possible to 
cause him to fall away from God and 
go to hell over one of your 
SLANDEROUS TRUTHS. Slander is a 
hindrance to a revival, hindering 
others from being useful, weakening 
their influence by insinuations. You 
have not only robbed God of your 
talent, but tied the hands of someone 
else. God save the church and help the 
church to save the world! If you have 
harmed others, make it right. Let 
others do as they may, you serve God! 
Pay no attention to SLANDER. 

(6) LYING. Any species of designed 
deception—looks, acts, etc., making an 
impression contrary to the NAKED 
TRUTH is lying. Some who do not 
lie directly by word do lie by leaving 
the wrong impression, or indirectly. 
This form of deception will certainly 
hinder a revival TODAY, and keep the 
owner of such a tongue out of heaven 
TOMORROW. 

(7) CHEATING. Set down all the 
cases in which you have dealt with an 
individual, and done to him that 
which you would not like for him to 
do to you. 

This, as the other foregoing para- 
graphs, can be applied not only to 
money matters, but in a general sense. 
Have we always been as considerate of 
others as we wish people would be of 
us? If it hurts you for someone else to 
talk in an unkind manner about you, 
do you talk in an unkind spirit about 
others? “People who live in glass 
houses should not throw stones.” At 
least that is a proverb that I have 
often heard, and I believe it is a good 
one. And even if you do not live in a 
glass house, I think it is best not to 
throw stones anyway, for the Bible 
says, “A brother offended is harder to 
be won than a strong city.” Someone 
has said that it is better to have the 
good will of a dog, than the ill will. 
Surely it is better to have the good will 
of people than the ill will, and the 
only way we can secure that is to live 
the golden rule, and treat others as 
you would like for them to treat you. 

(8) HYPOCRISY. A hypocrite is one 
who pretends to be that which he is 
not. Some have thought that all the 
hypocrites are members of churches, 
but not so. The man who pre-

“That the God of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of glory, may give 
unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge-of him: 
The eyes of your understanding being 
enlightened; that ye may know what 
is the hope of his calling, and what 
is the riches of the glory of his inheri- 
tance in the saints, and what is the 
exceeding greatness of his power to 
usward who believe, according to the 
working of his mighty power,’ Eph. 
1:17-19. 

As I study and ponder over God’s 
Word, and as I hear many ministers 
preach about the Holy Ghost, and tell 
the people what it does for them, and 
I fail to see the fruit, or the power of 
the Holy Ghost manifested as it was 
in the early days, or as the Bible says 
it will, I am made to wonder where 
the fault lies. 

Now, brethren, let us face the facts. 
I have long believed that there has 
been something lacking in our minis- 
try. There seems to be too great a 
variance between what we believe and 
what we accomplish. Exuberance and 
enthusiasm cannot take the place of 
the mighty, irresistible moving of the 


Spirit of God. It is good to have the 
men and the manpower to bring back 
the ark, but they are not of much use 
if there is not a sound in the mul- 
berry trees. We have failed to walk in 
the light. (Now bear with me, and 
hear me throughout this messaze.) 
We have been too satisfied with what 
happened years ago when we first 
learned about the Holy Ghost and 
cleansing through the blood and were 
filled with the Spirit. 

We have read in the Bible, and we 
have believed it, that greater works 
were possible, and have accepted the 
promise of our Lord regarding the ir- 
resistible power of faith and the glory 
and miracle of answered prayer. Ev- 
ery one of you has dreamed of the 
day, since receiving the Holy Ghost, 
when, clothed with divine authority, 
you would walk into a sickroom with 
the same power that Peter and John 
possessed at the beautiful gate of the 
temple. I Know I have. You have 
prayed for the hour to dawn when 
something that seemed so near and 
yet so far away would rest upon your 
shoulders like the mantle of Elijah’s, 
and that, wearing it, the waters of the 
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river would again divide and the 
whole world would know that the God 
of Elijah was still here. I know I have. 

There seems to be such a gulf be- 
tween what we profess and what we 
possess. Brethren, I know your hearts 
have bled with mine more than once 
as we have tried to shout our hallelu- 
jahs over our apparent failures. I 
know my own heart has bled through 
sleepless nights. There is no question 
about sincerity. Desire has played its 
part. We have tarried before the Lord 
and prayed without ceasing, but still 
there is the evident lack. 

I am hungry for the power Jesus 
promised. I want the glory of the 
presence of my Lord. I want to see the 
lepers healed as they were in the days 
when He was here. Have you ever been 
ashamed of your own advertising? I 
have; there is so much of the preach- 
er, and so little of Jesus. Have you 
ever left a meeting with a burden of 
a plaintive look from some poor suf- 
ferer searing your very soul with its 
anguish and appeal for help, and you 
could only groan and pass on? Have 
you ever felt as if you wanted to go 
down those aisles and place your arms 


around the shoulders of needy saints 
and sinners and carry enough of 
Jesus with you to meet their very 
need? I preach and you preach, but 
that is not enough. My Lord knows I 
am not ashamed of His gospel, but I 
do get ashamed of myself. And if you 
don’t, you are worse off than I am. It 
is the hungry heart He will feed. It is 
the thirsty woman to whom He will 
give drink by the wall of the wayside 
well. I tell you frankly, I am not satis- 
fied; I want more and more. For years 
I have believed that we have only had 
the earnest of healing power in the 
ministry, and now I am praying, 
“Send the glory and the power of the 
kingdom in our time, Lord.” 

What if Iam getting impatient? My 
heart and my flesh cry out for the 
living God. I will not be so blind as to 
try to shout the victory when only a 
part of what He promised is there. 
Wherein do we lack? The whole world 
is waiting to see us really practice 
what we preach. We all have a few 
testimonies, but still our churches are 
filled with sick and needy. I praise the 
Lord for the stream, but I want the 
river of His promises. I am hungry for 











the mighty sweep of the glory and 
power of the Lord, until death and 
disease will tremble, and the Spirit- 
filled will rise and rend the heavens 


with a mighty shout of glory and ® 


power. 
I know it is ordinarily the uk 
at this point of a message like this 
take the folks to task for worldliness 
and kindred things. Yes, it is easy to 
put up straw men of externals, and 
then blow them to pieces with our 
verbal barrages on Sunday mornings 
and come home feeling that by our 
fearless explosion we have done our 
duty. The trouble is not there. The 
trouble is within. The trouble is not 


with God; it is with us. The trouble 


is not with the Church; it is with us 
as ministers. The whole ministry is 
lacking, and you know it. No church 
can rise above its ministry, and we all 
can see that there is a lack of the 
power of God in the churches. Shout- 
ing is not an evidence of power. Jesus 
said, “Heal the sick, raise the dead, 


‘cast out devils, heal the lepers, open 


the eyes of the blind, unstop the deaf 
ear, loose the dumb tongue, shout the 
praises of God.” That’s what I call the 


power of God. We whoop and we hollo, 
we shout and we testify, we run and 
we jump, we jerk and we twist, but the 
blinded eyes are not opened, the lame 
is not made to walk, devils are not 
cast out, the dead are not raised, the 
old rheumatic joints are not made 
strait, not like I want to see them. 
We have only partly possessed God’s 
promises. The application I am go- 
ing to make today is one that can be 
applied to every single individual of 
us in our own heart and in our own 
life. We have failed to grow in grace 
and in knowledge and in the progres- 
sive revelation which God unfolds 
all when we will sincerely follow Him. 
When we get saved, we shout, “Hal- 
lelujah.” When we are baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, we shout praises unto 
God. There most of us stop. We should 
no more stop than the children of 
Israel did when they stood before the 
walls of Jericho after having crossed 
the waters of Jordan by the power of 
the Lord. Instead of stopping they had 
only just begun. They could have set- 
tled down in their limited habitations 


within sight of the River Jordan, and) 


sung, “I’m living in Canaan now.” It 
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would have been true. They had seen 
the glory of the Lord, but only a small 
part of it. They were delivered frqm 
Pharaoh, but they were not yet deliv- 
ered from themselves. The Red Sea 
was their salvation, and the River Jor- 
dan their baptism, but they were not 
Set living in the land. After they had 
crossed the river and got a view of 
the good things over there, it was not 
the land of possession, it was only the 
land of promise. God told them to go 
on and possess the land. They could 
not stop there just after crossing the 
river (their baptism) and be satisfied 
with just the promise. They could 
only be satisfied with the possession. 


o.:. was one thing to cross the river, 


* life. 


and another thing to take possession 
of the land. 

It is possible, brethren, that we 
have spent too much time standing 
on the other side of the river, dividing 
our possession against the theologians 
on the other side from which we have 
crossed, instead of going ahead to 
conquer Jericho and to take old Ai 
and start the grand march of victory 
toward the vales of Eschol, thank God, 
and the genuine possession of the 


But because one knew the law of God, 
it did not necessarily mean he knew 
God. The law of God in a box called 
an ark was far removed from the love 
in a warm receptacle called the heart. 
The dominant, challenging note in 
the ministry of all the preachers of 
the New Testament, including Jesus 
Himself, was that of the possibility of 
a man being able to know God and io 
walk and talk with Him along the 
paths of unfolding revelation. 
Regeneration made us new crea- 
tures capable of fellowship with God, 
but what did the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost give us? You tell me that 
it gave us the power to do all of these 
things which were done, or accom- 
plished, in Bible times—power to heal, 
power to preach, power to do this, 
power to do that. My brother, you are 
absolutely wrong; the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost did not give us that 
power. It only gave us the possibility 
of receiving that power as we day by 
day allow the Holy Ghost to operate 
and to manifest His ministry in our 
lives and as we surrender ourselves to 
God. We did not get the power when 
we were baptized with the Spirit. We 





heart enough to face the situation. 
Let us remember that promised power 
is not always possessed power. If it is 
really promised power, then, thank 
God, we can possess it, and I, for one, 
intend to gird up my loins and ask the 
captain of the Lord’s host who ap- 
peared before the walls of Jericho to 
walk with me until I see the walls 
come crashing and tumbling down. 

The New Testament teaches this 
glorious gospel of progressive revela- 
tion. It is full of it. It throbs with it. 
We are taught that we can grow in 
grace and in knowledge. We are im- 
portuned to grow in love and truth. 
Even Paul cried out that he had not 
before. 

Did not Paul have his trials just as 
yet apprehended. In spite of the man- 
ifested power in his life, his heart 
cried for more and more. If we did 
one-tenth of what he did, how satis- 
fied most of us would be. Yet the 
glory of this unfolded revelation, the 
majesty of this growth in grace and 
increasing knowledge, was so over- 
whelming that he forgot the things 
which were behind and reached out in 
anticipation of the things which were 
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promised land. 

In the first place, from John the 
Baptist to John the revelator, every 
throbbing chapter in the New Testa- 
ment is filled with the story of spiri- 
tual revelation. That was the differ- 
ence between law and grace in its ap- 
plication to the individual heart and 
The commandments were so 
written that every member of every 
tribe could understand and know why 
they were given. The entire system 
was within the boundaries of human 
comprehension. This did not preclude 
the possibility of a man getting outside 
the boundary once in a while and go- 
ing for a walk with God. Enoch did, 
and forgot to come back. David did, 
as he tuned his harp and went flying 
over the walls of legalism until he 
filled his lungs with God’s pure air, 
and songs with the grace of the fu- 
ture. The prophets did, as they thrilled 
and throbbed under the light of in- 
spired revelation. Oh, hallelujah! But 
in the last analysis law was law. 
There it was, stern and rigid, and 
every twelve-year-old Jewish boy 
knew what God meant when He said, 
“Thou shalt,” and, “Thou shalt not.” 
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received the Person who gives the 
power, and whether He gives it or not 
is entirely dependent on our spiritual 
growth in grace and the way we pro- 
gressively increase in knowledge and 
truth. 

I believe that is the mistake we 
have made, brethren. The Lord Jesus 
did not say, “Ye shall receive power 
when the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you,” but He said, “Ye shall receive 
power AFTER that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.” We stand around the 
sick and shout and command and de- 
mand and pour on oil, and nothing 
much happens. We wrestle with the 
problems of unanswered prayers. We 
wonder why our churches are only 
half filled and why it is so hard to 
get folks to Christ. We blame it on 
the dispensation or local conditions, 
and go to work with all of our theo- 
logical tools and try to shape our 
failures into prophetic failure. But 
may the dear Lord give us honesty of 
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you? Did he not bear in his body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus? Was he not 
filled with tribulations and testings 
and trials? He had his periods of de- 
pression and bodily infirmity. Did he 
pray to go back to the Damascus road? 
or did he ask the Lord to take him 
to the joy that was his that day on 
the street called Strait, in old Damas- 
cus? That is our mistake, brethren. 
If we did have a great meeting last 
year, what of it? It may never be du- 
plicated again. God wants to lead us 
on to something better. But how can 
He when we are so content and satis- 
fied with looking back upon our yes- 
terdays? 

Remember this, if we build such an 
impregnable wall around ourselves to 
keep other possessions from coming 
in, it will also keep our possessions 
from going out, and when it gets to 
that, God’s grace cannot penetrate 
through the walls of restraint and we 
will die for want of the living waters. 

This is the challenge of the Lord 
to the people of this day. This is the 
voice of God and the Word of the Lord 
to the Church which is His body.

Jesus said to His followers, in His 
last message before His ascension, 
“Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high,” Luke 24:49. 

When Jesus called the disciples and 
sent them out to preach the gospel, 
He gave them power against unclean 
Spirits, to cast them out, and heal all 
manner of sickness and all manner of 
disease. Matt. 10:1. We have the same 
devil to fight today, and it takes the 
same power to overcome him as it did 
at the beginning. I am glad we can 
have this power if we will seek it in 
the same humble way that they did. 
It is the humble knee route. 

The first thing Jesus did when He 
called the twelve and sent them out 
to preach the gospel, He gave them 
power over the opposing power of the 
enemy. In the last meeting with them 
before the ascension, He commanded 
them to tarry for power. Luke 24:49; 
Acts 1:4. 

On the day of Pentecost, when the 
mighty power of God was manifested, 
a great multitude came together and 
were confounded because of the great 
manifestation of the power of God. 
They began to make inquiry as to what 
it meant. Peter brought a short mes- 
sage, and men began to cry out, “What 
must we do?” Results were, that about 
three thousand were saved, praise the 
Lord. It was the manifestation of the 
power of the Holy Ghost that touched 
the hearts of men and caused them to 
cry out for help. Dear reader, it will 
do the same thing today. God’s power 
is just the same. Every thing else will 
fail. Many are trying other methods 
and seem to be satisfied, but it takes 
the old-time power to bring men to 
God, and deliver them from sin. 


When Peter and John were going 
to a prayer meeting in the temple, 
there was a man sitting at the beau- 
tiful gate, above forty years old, who 
never had walked.

Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him, said, “Look on us,” and he gave 
heed unto them, expecting to receive 
something of them. Then Peter said, 
“Silver and gold have I none; but such 
as I have give I unto thee: In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise 
up and walk. And he took him by the 
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right hand, and lifted him up and im- 
mediately his feet and ankle bones re- 
ceived strength and he went into the 
temple, walking and praising God.” A 
great multitude gathered about them. 
Peter took no honor to himself. He be- 
gan to point them to Jesus. He told 
them, “The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus 
... And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong,” 
and five thousand men were saved. 
What stirred this great interest and 
resulted in such a wonderful revival? 
Was it BRAINY PREACHING? NO! 
The Bible said they perceived that 
they were unlearned and ignorant 
men, but they took knowledge of them 
that they had been with Jesus. Breth- 
ren, we need to get that divine touch 
from God that will cause men to see 
that we have been with Jesus. Praise 
God, it is the power of God in our lives 
and in the services that counts. Hal- 
lelujah. It must be prayed down from 
above. It will take praying, agonizing, 
fasting, sacrificing, and consecration 
to bring it about, but thank God, He 
never fails. Jesus said, “Lo, I am with 
you alway,” Matt. 28:20. 


I am afraid too many are getting 
their sermons from books written by 
other men. Truly there have been 
some great men, and we have some 
good, wholesome literature, but if we 
will take our Bible, get on our knees 
before God, and let Him give us our 
message, it will have more weight than 
any secondhand message we might 
get from other books. God help us in 
these days of this war-torn world to 
lay hold on God and wrestle like Jacob 
of old, until we have prevailed.

When Pentecost was first 
preached under the latter rain, we 
had no buildings of our own; we had 
to worship in old store buildings, in 
old school buildings, dwellings, and 
anywhere we could get, and men and 
women from every walk of life came 
and got the blessing. I am glad we can 
have our own buildings to worship in,

- ers: You have all manifested a great 


interest in mission work and for that 
reason we are sending you a report or 
our conception of the great conven- 
tion held in the mountains of Guate- 
mala with the Furmans and Hoggatts. 

We received notice of the meeting 
a month in advance and made our 
plans to go as we understood that 
Brother Cross would be sent there by 
the Mission Board and as we special- 
ly wanted to see him we planned to 
go. It takes about a week to arrange 
passports and everything to leave a 
country here and enter another coun- 
try. It is not like it is in the States, 
just get in the car and go; but with all 
of these difficulties, we missionaries 
plan on visiting each other at least 
once in the year, so we took this oc- 
casion to visit Guatemala. I am so 
glad that we did, as it was one of the 
best conventions I have ever attended, 
without any exceptions. God surely 
blessed. In only one service there was 
fifteen converted and five or six 
filled with the Spirit. Every meeting 
was blessed of the Lord. Even the 
business meeting was wonderfully 
blessed of the Lord and things were 
straightened out that had been both- 
ering the work for some time.

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B. T.S. and College Closing With 
Many Applications Coming in 
for Next Term 
The Bible Training School and Col- 
lege is drawing near the close of one 
of its most successful terms. The clos- 
ing exercises for this term of school 
will be Wednesday night and Thurs- 

day, May 24 and 25. 


Great progress has been made dur- 
ing this term. A number of students 
have requested that we have a sum- 
mer session, and several have written 
to the school for information about a 
summer school. However, it is not pos- 
sible for us to make arrangements for 
this year. Preparations are already be- 
ing made for our next fall term, which 
will begin in September. A large en- 
rollment is expected. For several weeks 
applications have been coming in, and 
we will not be surprised if we have all 
the applications that we can accept 
for next term before school closes this 
term. Many students were not accept- 
ed this last term because of our 
crowded conditions, and, at the pres- 
ent, the prospects are no brighter for 
next term. 

Even though we purchased another 
building last year, it will be impossible 
for us to accommodate more than four 
hundred students in the dormitories. 
After this number has been accepted, 
the rest will have to be turned away. 
Of course, this does not apply to mar- 
ried couples who do not room in the 
dormitories. In order to take care of 
this many, it will be necessary for us 
to assign four to each room, which is 
really too many to a room. To be re- 
lieved of overcrowded conditions of 
.the school, we need a one-hundred- 
room dormitory to take care of two 
hundred students. This would mean 
that it would not be necessary to as- 
sign four students to rooms that were 
built for only two. We have most of 
the furniture for this building, if we 
could only get a permit to build. We 
also need another one-hundred-room 
dormitory for new students who de- 
sire to come, so as to take care of 
the increase. In addition to this, we 
need a building for married couples. 
Many worthy couples desire to come 
but cannot because the school is not 
equipped to furnish rooms for them. 
To take one married couple means to 
turn away four single boys or girls. 
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There is a dire need for teachers’ 
quarters. We must have more teachers, 
and yet we can hardly find room for 
the ones we already have. We need a 
recreation building. There is no place 
for students to play or exercise ex- 
cept in the lobby, and part of it has 
been partitioned off for living quar- 
ters. When students are kept in all 
winter, it is no wonder they run in the 
halls and disturb others, who are try- 
ing to study. The cost of these build- 
ings which are needed now, will run 
up toward $200,000. 

At present, education of our youth 
is one of our most important responsi- 
bilities. We must accept it with en- 
thusiasm and determination. Will you 
pray that God will lead us in all of our 
undertakings?

Do Not Lie to Children

“If little Jimmy should ask what 
the doctor is going to do, do not tell 
him that he is going to have his ap- 
pendix removed, but tell him that he 
is going to have an X-ray.” This is 
what Jimmy’s mother told the nurse 
as she left the room where Jimmy was 
lying on the operating table. Soon 
Jimmy asked the nurse if they were 
going to operate on him. The nurse, 
being a Christian, did not know just 
how to answer him. She finally asked 
him if he did not want his appendix 
removed, and of course he answered, 
“No.” He had been so filled with fear 
of the operation that he was all 
worked up thinking about it. She ex- 
plained to him how it was done and 
how nice it would be to have them out, 
thus saving him the pain he had 
suffered from them. He finally agreed 
to be a man if she would stay with 
him. Her answer was, “Yes, Jimmy, 
I'll stay with you and someone else 
will be with you also. That is the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” How much wiser this 
nurse was than the mother! 

What do you suppose Jimmy’s feel- 
ings were toward his mother when 
he found out that she had told him a 
lie? He probably felt that his mother 
had lied many times to him and thus 
he lost confidence in her. Most 
children are very good at reasoning 


out things. If a mother lies to 
them once, they will put two and tw@ 
together and come to the conclusio 
that she must have lied to them many 
times. The Santa Claus myth may not 
be so bad, but when a child finds out 
that it is a fake it may not only shat- 
ter his confidence in his parents, but 
may cause him to doubt the truth of 
Jesus Christ. 

Why do parents lie to children? 
Many mothers, when they are busy 
working, are very often irritated when 
children come up and keep asking 
them if they may go to the park or 
go over to the neighbor’s. Then just 
to keep them from bothering, they 
tell them they may go tomorrow or 
some other day. Of course, the child 
plans on this. The mother will 
probably have no intention of keeping 
her promise one bit. One mother 
promised her little child that  to- 
morrow she would take her to the 
park. Of course, the little girl planned 
very much on this; she even dreamed 
about going to the park. The next 
morning a friend of the mother called 
up and asked her to come and play 
bridge in the afternoon if she did not 
have anything important planned. 
The mother consented to go to the 
bridge game rather than keep her 
promise and take her little girl to the 
park. She put her off with the promise 
of tomorrow afternoon, but possibly 
something of more importance came 
up then too. 

Many parents lie to their children 
in order to get them to do some job. 
You can call this bribery. When the 
promises are made they slip their 
minds and the child has been lied to 
again. In order to keep the confidence 
of their children every parent should 
consider every little promise as sa- 
cred. A woman was talking to 
her friend in the store one day. Her 
little boy kept demanding that she 
buy him a little toy. She just glanced 
at the toy, and thinking that it was 
inexpensive she told him she would 
get it for him when she finished talk- 
ing. As soon as_ she _ completed 
her conversation she turned around to 
buy the toy. She soon learned that the 
price was three times that which she 
had thought it to be. But she was a 
wise mother, so she bought that toy

tends to be your friend, in business 
or otherwise, and would take ad- 
vantage of you, is a hypocrite. I won- 
der how far it is from being a 
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hypocrite when we pray for 
things that we don’t really want, or 
confess sins that we never intend to 
break off from. I might confess my 
sins to either God or the church, but 
in order for that to do me, or anyone 
else any good, I must confess in sin- 
cerity, and not in hypocrisy. 
Some confess they have wronged 
others and then go away to do them or 
someone else wrong in the same 
manner. That is not genuine con- 
fession, neither is genuine repentance. 
I heard once of a little Sunday School 
boy who gave the definition of re- 
pentance as being sorry enough for a 
thing that you will quit it and never 
do it again. 

That is the kind of sorrow and re- 
pentance that will set us right, move 
God on the throne, fill our hearts with 
old-time revival fire, until souls come 
to God as in days of yore. 

(9) ROBBING GOD. Not only in 
finance, but in misspent time, 
Squandering hours that God gave us 
to use in winning souls, in reading 
trash (novels, etc.), in vain amuse- 
ments, in foolish conversations, etc.

not broken through, is waiting the 
manifestation of the glory of the Lord. 


Why not face the facts? Why not 
put aside for a little while the gar- 
ments of accepted formula of worship 
and service, and see if there is not 
hidden underneath all these externals 
a great need for pdwer of the Lord. I 
maintain that there is still a road to 
travel between the power He promised 
and the power we possess. Listen to 
Him, “Whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do.” And again, “If 
ye shall ask anything in my name, I 
will do it.” Follow Peter and John to 
the beautiful gate and hear them say, 
“But what I have, give I unto thee.” 
I want to say that, don’t you? Listen 
to the preaching of the fisherman 
who captured Rome, or the testimony 
of an apostle who made a king trem- 
ble and change the course of an em- 
pire; then listen to our so-called 
homiletical masterpieces with so lit- 
tle turning of the sinner toward God. 
Mistake me not, I rejoice with you for 
all the Lord has done, but I am trying 
to stir you by the grace of God to the 
thought that what we have received 
is but the beginning of the unlimited 
possibilities of a Spirit-filled life. 
What we want is not in the past. It is 
not, I say; and to the past we must 
not go. It is waiting for us to receive 
and enjoy, waiting not far away, 
waiting for the child who is heir of 
the Father, waiting for the man who 
will leave the multitude of the Church 
sitting at the borders of the land of 
promise while they themselves go in. 
The Joshuas and Calebs who dared to 
venture out with God are the people 
who came back with pomegranate 
juice all over their mouths, and grapes 
that were so heavy it took two men to 
carry one bunch. Over the hills in our 
tomorrows are vales of glory which 
have never been explored. I want to 
go on with the Lord into the future of 
an unfolding enlightenment of the 
presence and majesty of God such as 
I have never known before. I am be- 
coming increasingly dissatisfied with 
the things which satisfy today. I am 
crying for my Father to take me by 
the hands and lead me along this road 
of progressive revelation and under- 
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standing and knowledge and power 
and truth. 


Oh, how futile are human words in 
attempting to describe or unfold the 
truth of my blessed Lord. Have you 
ministers not felt, as I feel now, that 
your message has been so very inade- 
quate to transmit the burning passion 
in your heart to the lives of those to 
whom you preach? I thank the Holy 
Spirit for His presence and His gra- 
cious help this day, but I pray He will 
open your hearts to the truth I have 
wanted to declare. May the God of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
Glory, give to you the Spirit of wis- 
dom and revelation in the knowledge 
of Him. Our Father, who is the Father 
of glory, is the One who gives us this 
spirit of wisdom and revelation. He 
gives it for the glory of His Son and 
sends the Holy Spirit to administer it. 
Every hour we grow in grace and 
knowledge, the written WORD be- 
comes the LIVING WORD, and we be- 
gin to understand the hidden mystery 
which only divine revelation can 
bring to light and understanding. 
Then, according to the text, we see 
things with the eyes of the heart. 
This is spiritual insight. It is not the 
reflected light of knowledge of an- 
other. You cannot get it from me. You 
must go to God. It is something you 
cannot receive from hearing another 
preach. You can only get it as you 
wait at the Savior’s feet. Our blessed 
Lord did not die in vain. He shall still 
see the travail of His soul and be sat- 
isfied. Around the corner of the road 
of our tomorrows are the waiting 
glories of the Lord. Wait for me, Paul; 


I am coming after you! Wait for us 
all, Paul. We are too willing to forget 
the things that are behind. We believe 
that the richest things are ahead. We, 
too, cry that we have not apprehend- 
ed. We are saved and sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, but we 
have not yet received the fulness of 
our inheritance. 

Physically, it may lead us to mar- 
tyrdom; but, spiritually, it will lead us 
to glory. Physically, it may lead us to 
self-renunciation and crucifixion of 
things we have held dear; but, oh, the 
glory that is waiting when you will 
reach out after the hidden things of 
God! Only by revelation, only by il- 
lumination of the Spirit, only by a 
daily walk with God, and you know 
experimentally whereof I speak. 

May God, by the Holy Ghost, so 
lead every one of us that when we 
awake in our succeeding tomorrows, 
the eyes of our hearts will behold the 
glory of the Lord.
